time any one is in the manhole, whether lie 
is using the paraffino or not 
In some of 


these manholes, not six f eot below the surface, 
one could not live flve minutes without this 
supply of fresh air. This is due to tho col- 
lection there of the poisonous gases which 
literally fill the ground for many foot under 
She city. Yon always notice 3 strong smell 
of illuminating gas in a manhole, or even 
when a pavement is token up. It is stronger 
it some times than at others, due probably 
x> different pressures which the gas compa- 
liesuse. This illuminating gas is bad enough, 
out it is chiefly the other kinds of gases that 
makes tho fans or air pumps necessary. 
Death h'es in the gas without smell You 
don't know it's there till your head gets dizzy 
and you fall senseless. So it is always 
necessary to fan out every manhole be- 
fore you venture into it, whether or 
not yon detect any odor, and keep the 
Tan moving all the while you're in- 
side. These fans have been in use a year 


more. A man named Jones was 


tilled in a manhole a year ago, and BO many 
tumbled over and had to be carted to the 
hospital hi ambulances that it got to be a 
serious matter. Even now that the fans are 
used, somebody keels over while working on 
:he cables every once in a while, and has to 
ie fixed up by'the doctors. It was only a 
'ew days ago that I got a case myself, only I 
did not becomo unconscious." 


"How does it feel?" 
"Oh, it's impossible to describe it Yon get 


drowsy. Your fingers seem to drag as you 
move them. You feel a rather pleasant lan- 
Cuor. You know you'ro going to drop off in 
a minute, but you have to exert yourself 
enough to stand up and climb out. When I 
rot to that point I did get out, though, Tho 
resh air revived mo, but I had a thumping 
old headache for the rest of the day."—Now 
York Sun.

A. Act to Fronde for the St->r«Bo «' 


Water. 


The following is the Reclamation Act, 


which passed the Legislature at the last 
session, and ia the law of the Und: 


•WHBBEAS. The S!ate of Nevada bus re- 


wired Iron the General Government a 
grant of two million acrea of land in h«n of 
the siitwntb and tbirty-sUth sections pre- 
Tioaslr Rianted to the State of Nevada, the 
proceed, from the tale of wtich are to be 
placed to the credit of the School Fend of 
thf State; aad 


WHIJKAS, Under an Act of Congress. 


approved September 1. 1841, and an Act 
.pproved March 21. 1861. a grant of 500,- 
000 acres of land was made to the Stata of 
Kevada, lor internal improvements; and 


WHBBEAS, The selection of (Taid lands 


are not confined to any particular section of 
unappropriated lands; and 


WHEREAS. The greater portion of unap- 


propriated lands in the State ot Nevadi w 
known to be desert, waste and actually val- 
ueless aod without Role, unless water, lor 
the purpose of irrigation can be brought 
npoa th*n>, and the land properly and sys- 
temat.cally irrigated, crops of all kinds can 
be successfally raised; and 


WHEREAS, 
The permanent settlement, 


growth, wealth and independence of the 
State and people, as well as the sale ol 
School land*, depend upon the reclamation 
of these lands; now, therefore 
The peoule of the Statj of Nevada, repre- 


sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
ns follows: 
SECTIJX 1. 
A Bourd of reclamation 


Commissioners is hereby created, to consist 
of four members to be kuown as the "Board 
of Reclamation and Internal Improve- 
ments." for tha stora^a of water aud the 
reclamation of the arable lands of this 
State. Said Board to consist of J. CUike, 
of Humboldt, E. 'Williams, of Ormsby, J. 
R. Bradley, of Elko. and H. Springmeyer, 
of Douglas. Clarke and Williams to hold 
for fonr years, and Bradley and Spring- 
meyer two years. Tha State of Nevada U 
hereby divided into seven Internal Im- 
provement and Reclamation Districts, of 
which Douglas, Orm^bj, Lyoa, lUuK-iuiJa 
and Storey shall constitute the First Dis- 
trict, Washoe caanty tbs Second District, 
Churchill county ths Taird District, Ham- 
boldt county the Fonita District, Elko 
county the Fifth District, Lander, Eureka, 
and White Pine counties the Suth Dis- 
trict, Nye and Lincoln coan'.ioi the Sev- 
entn District. At the general election ia 
1890, and at each general eleition there- 
after, there shall ba elected from the State 
at large two Reclamation Commissioners, 
one who shall serve for the term of two 
years, and one for the term of four years 
from and after the first Monday in January 
next succeeding each election. The office 
of said Board shall be in the State Capitol 
building, at the seat of Government. The 
Board shall adopt rules and regulations for 
the transaction of its business. 


SEC. 2. Tho Board of Reclamation shall 


invite, receive and procure information and 
statistics in regard to all public lands with- 
in this State, and tho waters running 
therein, which are or may become possible 
of reclamation, by means of conducting 
upon them the unappropriated water run- 
ning through natural or artificial channels 
within this State, and shall report the 
same, together with an approximate esti- 
mate ot costs and result ol such proposed 
reclamation, at each biennial session of the 
Legislature. 


Sic. 3. The Board of Reclamation 


•hall also invite, receive, procure and pub- 
lish snch facts and statistics regarding the 
natural water courses o! this State and 
several districts, including source, supply, 
water power, fall and other matters relat- 
ing to the value of said waters, or the most 
practical method for utilizing the same, 
either for milling, mining, manufacturing 
or agricultural purposes, in order that 
said information may be offered for the at- 
traction of dormant capital and the en- 
couragement of individual enterprise. 


SEC. 4. It shall be tho duty of the Sur- 


veyor General, ex-offieio, to furnish the 
Board ol Reclamation, within a reasonable 
time, maps, profiles and estimates to de- 
termine the cheapest and most economical 
and valuable routes for canals, reservoirs 
and other improvements for irrigating and 
milling purposes; anu also to furnish maps, 
plans and estimates for the purpose of 
building reservoirs, dams, etc., connected 
with the storing and preserving of waste 
water, 


SEC. 5. The Board of Reclamation shall 


have the power to divide tha State into 
districts, and to appoint a Superintendent 
for each RvcUmation District within the 
Stats, which thty may establish and de- 
fine, whose duties it shall be to superin- 
tend the balding, construction and main- 
tenance o! thi canals, dams and other like 
work* within bis District as so defined. 


Sic. 6. The work of building and con- 


strnctiog any and all canals, dams und 
other improvements shall be done by con- 
tract, it done by piivate parties, the con- 
tract to be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The work done by contract shall 
be let in lota of one or more sections, 
•aid sections [being] not being mor« than 
one mile in length, as indicated by the 
maps, profiles, plans and specifications 
prepared by the Surveyor General, and 
adopted by said Board. 


Sic. 7. 
The Board of Reclamation 


Commissioners of the State are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to employ a compe- 
tent engineer to ascertain and report the 
number of irrigating ditches in each Rec- 
lamation District, the capacity o! same in 
inches, and amount heretofore 
appro- 


priated and used through said ditches. 


SEC. 8. Any irrigating ditch now con- 


structed and hereafter carrying more water 
than reported by said civil engineer, the 
owner or owners of said ditch shall pay to 
the Reclamation Find ot the State, for snob 


additional water, fcucb. snms or tales r.s the 
Board c( RecUmndon Coumiisiioners shall 
designate; which sum, 10 paid, nuill con- 
stilHlu a part of the Reclamation Fund, 
and khall bo available for demands oguinst 
said fund. 


Src. 0. 
Whenever Iho Board of Recla- 


mation Oouiinis-ieneru deem the reorgan- 
ization or division of any district advisable 
for internal improvements cortemplnted by 
this Act, they «baU have power to make 
such changes nnd establish such additional 
rales lor the government thereof, as wsll 
not conflict with pr-or rights, as now 
recognized by law. 


SEC. 10. The Board shall have power 


to purchase or rent such lands for reservoir 
sites, or ditches, as they deem best, 
whether within or without the boundaries 
of this State. 


SEC. 11. The 
Board of Reclamation 


Commissioners, on a petition of ten ot 


persons interested in 
irrigating 


., in any district in thia State, 


petitioning for issuance ot bonds of said 
district for reclamation purposes, said 
Board shall, fit the next general election, 
submit the question, together with amount 
of bonds to be issued, to tho voters of said 
district; and, if carried at Slid election, the 
said Board shall issue and dispose of said 
bands under sach rules and regulations as 
they may adopt, the proceeds thereof to be 
place l iu the Reclamation Fund of the 
district, ani made available forrecUmation 
purposes. 


SEC. 12. The Board shall advertise for 


and receive bids, upon the work to be 
done, as soon as the Surveyor General can 
have tnrveys, maps, plans, specifications 
and estimates of the saoia in 'readiness for 
adoption by the Board and inspection by 
builders, and shall fix a time when they 
will open bids and award contracts, which 
shall cot be done on less then four weeks' 
notice thereof, which said notice shall ba 
given for said time by publication in one 
newspaper in the Reclamation District 
where the work is to be done, or by posting 
notices. 


SEC. 13. The terms of contracting may 


supplied with the necessary wtter lor re- 
clamation whenever in the judgment ol 
the Board it is practicable to do so, and 
the tight of way (or the secondary ditches 
is hereby reserved by the State, and shall 
be teserved and excepted by the Snrveyot 
Genetal and State Laud Register from 
every patent issued by the State, to take 
op, convey and delivet all waste wattr over 
and across any lands sold and conveyed by 
the State to any. person ot persons. 


SKC. 23. One hundred thousand dollars 


is hereby appropriated for the construction 
and building of any canal, ditch, dam ot 
other work mentioned in section ten of 
this Act, and in no taso shall a contract be 
entered into that shall exceed the sum of 
$100,000 for the construction and building 
of said canal ot wotk. 


SEC. 24. The money hetein apptoptiated 


shall be taken from the State School Fund 
and placed to the credit of the Reclama- 
tion Fund, herein created, and in its place 
shall be deposited 100 bonds, of $1,000 
each, beating interest nt the tale of 4 pet 
cent pet annum, baid bonds shall inn 
fot twenty yoats, but shall be redeemable 
by the State nt its pleasure after two years. 
Said bonds shall be. signed by the Gover- 
nor and State Controller and countersigned

award ibe contract of any person or persons 
who, in the opinion of the Surveyor Gen- 
eral confirmed by the Board, fails to make 
such monthly progress as will insure the 
completion of any such work so nnder'.aken 
or contracted for on the day named. 


SEC. 15. The Board of Reclamation 


shall, upon orginization as herein provid- 
ed, be authorized, empowered and directed 
to construct a cinal, ditch or other proper 
work at, from or upon tha most desirable 
and practical point on any river or vater 
•way in the State, or that can be procured 
—'.he said point to be hereafter selected by 
said Board—to connect with, and to be 
connected with, for the purpose of milling 
or irrigating the arable lands situated, ly- 
ing and baing in the accessible vicinily of 
such selected river or water; and the said 
canal, ditch or other work shall be bmlt or 
established upon.a grade or plao in accord- 
ance with the configuration and necessities 
of the shortest and most feuoible route und 
safe carriage of the requisite volume of 
water required to irrigate tha lands within 
the scope of said ditch or work. 


SEC. 16. The total cost of said canal, 


ditch or work shall not exceed $100,000 
and the cost thereof is hereby limited to 


by the State Treasurer and authenticated 
with the great seal of the State, and shall 
state in substance that the State of Nevada 
owes to its School Fund $100,000, the in- 
terest on which sum, at 5 per cent, per an- 
num, it agrees to pay until said bonds are 
redeemed for the benefit of the common 
schools of Iho State.

SEC. 25. There shall be levied mid col- 


lected for tho fiscal year commencing Jan- 
uary first, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, aud annually thereafter, an ad valorem 
tax of two cents on ench one hundred dol- 
Inrs of all the taxable property in the State, 
and all sums derived from this tix shall go 
into the Reclamation Interest and Sinking 
Fond, for the payment of the interest and 
redemption of bonds herein authorized by 
thid Act. 


Sec. 26. Tho Reclamation Fond is here- 


by made a permanent fond, into which all 
revenue arising from the last mentioned 
section, and from the water lent aforesaid, 
in section fifteen, or from any other source 
provided by la\7, shall be paid and devoted 
ns follows: Fir.t, to iLe payment of in- 
terest ou bonds; second, to the redomption 
ol the prlnc.pal sum of the bonds at or be- 
fore maturity; third, to tho reclamation of 
new districts that may he'eafter be created; 
fourth, tc be transferred to the Central 
Fond of the State.

upon conviction shall be fined in any Bum 
not less than $1,000 or more than $10,- 
000, or imprisonment iu tha State Pf won 
not less than one or more than five years, 
or both such fine and imprisonment. 


SEC. 20. The annual rent for water with- 


in the noopa of any canal, ditch or work 
created and built by the Board of Recla- 
mation shall be $1 per acre per year. 
Said rental of water shall be held ns a lieu 
against said lands. 


SEC. 21. Bent for water shall com-

BISECTIONS FOB PLANTING, ETC. 


The soil should be plowed from 10 to 12 


inches deep and the ground well pulver- 
ized. The seed should be sown early in 
the Spring, and soaked in water 12 hours 
before being planted. It hhould be covered 
from an inch to an inch and a half, the 
rows to be from 12 to 15 inches apart, and 
the plants from six ^o eight inches. As 
soon as the seed is np, which takes from 
ten to fourteen days iu wet soil and several 
weeks if the ground is dry, the ground 
should be hoed, the second hoeing to fol- 
low the thinning out of the boots. 
The 


thinning should begin when the roots 
reach a sixth of un inch iu thickness. If 
planted too close the roots are rich iu 
sugar, but small, while if grown too wide 
apart on rich land the beets grow large, 
bat are poor in sugar.
